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TM PREDICTS 


Speaking before the members 
of the Baldwin Civic Associa- 
tion and their friends, Tues- 
day night, Town Manager Joseph 
Courtney predicted a $65 tax- 
rate in 1957 if the recommend- 
ations of his budget were vot- 
ed by the town, and if there 
were no excessive increases in 
costs by reason of Warrant A- 
rticles. 

T™ Courtney laid the increase 
principally to increased costs 
in salaries, in schools and in 
the town employees, and to an 
increase in the ‘debt service’ 
of the tow, i.e. to the cost 
of paying, off bonds issued by 
Wilmington, 

The $77,000 increase in the 
costs of schools, he said, was 
principally in salaries. Other 
town employees were also to 
receive merited increases, a- 
veraging about $6 a week, in- 
cluding members of the Police 
and Fire Departments. His own 
salary has been raised by the 
Selectmen, he revealed, by 
$1000 a year, 

‘By and large’, he said, ‘this 
budget does not include any 
new programs this year, and no 
increases in the number of em- 
ployees on the town payroll.’ 
‘We have had requests for in- 
creases in both the Fire and 
Police Departments, but this 
cannot be done’. 

Among officers of the tow 
who he specifically mentioned 
as getting increases were the 
Town Engineer, the Dog Officer 
and the Town Counsel. The Town 
Engineer's salary has been set 
on a five year schedule, from 
$5200 this year to $6250 five 
years from now. ‘We last a 
good engineer because of an 
extremely attractive offer 
from Wakefield, We now have a 
good replacement, and I hope 
he stays here a few years’. 
The Bog Officer’s salary is 
being increased to $400 a 
year, after having been but 
$100 for many years. ‘We are 
also making provisions for a 
new place in which to keep, 
and to dispose of dogs, and o- 
ther provisions which will in- 
crease the cost’ he said. 

The Town Counsel provided a- 

ut $700 out of his ow pock- 
et last year, TM Courtney told 
his audience, so we are rais- 
ing his account by just about
